BETTER MARKET TONE. 

Dispatches from Wall street say 
that big banking interests have been 
in the stock market and have taken 
large blocks of leading issues. 

This is a significant item of news 
and one that lays good basis for the 
belief that the stock market is ap- 
proaching a cycle of sustained high 
prices. 

Also, in the last few days there 
has been increased evidence of a 
better tone in the market in the 
number of dividends, both regular 
and extra that have been declared. 

When bankers, and particularly 
big bankers; go into the market for 
stocks for the evident purpose of 
holding these issue for further ad- 
vances, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that a definite upward trend: is 
expected, for bankers, as a rule, are 
good judges of business conditions. 
Furthermore, the majority of them 
are conservative; some. ultra-con- 
servative, and very few big risks are 
taken. 

Coupled with the interests of the 
banking industry in the stock mar- 
ket is the general increase in the 
amount of public buying, which 
class of investors has gradually, in 
the last few weeks, come into the 
market. 

Promise of legislative action that 
will bring lower taxes is doing a 
great deal to bring new buyers into 
the market, and it is believed gen- 
erally in financial circles that should 
lower levies come, a great deal of 
capital now tied up in tax-exempt 
Securities would be loosed. 


TARIFF “ELASTICITY.” 

The announcement is made that 
the federal tariff commission has 
ordered a formal investigation or 
the wheat duties under the flexible 
feature of the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff law. 

The~board has been struggling 
fecently with buttons and sixteen 
or twenty other minor matters, ang 
of course there is a greater thrill in 
che more interesting topic of wheat, 
but when it comes to ‘‘investigat- 
ing’ the American people will not 
soon forget with what degree of 
Success the board wrestled a few 
months ago with the sugar duties 
against which millions of house- 
wives stormed the capital with pro- 
tests, 

The “elasticity” of the republican 
tariff law in the case of sugar has 
been compared to the elasticity of a 
brick wall. 

The findings of the board as to 
Sugar, after the leisurely held hear- 
ings covering a period of several 
months, may be given to the public 
sometime about March 3, 1925, 
provided the democrats win next 
year’s elections; and if they do not 
then 1929 will perhaps be a more 
nearly approximate date. 

Anybody knows that the present 
high duty in wheat has not been of 
the smallest aid to the American 
producer. America is a large ex- 
porter of wheat, and the big duty 
Only serves to make the loaf of bread 
cost more to the consumer, and the 
producer gets less than cost of 
production at the same time. 

And the proposition is to increase 
the duty—which means to increase 
the price of the loaf or reduce its 
weight for the same price, and the 
same old prices to the farmers who 
grow an export commodity.

FACTS ABOUT THE CAPTAIN. 


Pneumonia is called Captain of the 
Men of Death. ‘Tuberculosis must be 
major, for it ranks pneumonia in the 
mortality statistics’ But pneumonia 
destreys more lives than any other 
disease, so we do not question its cap 
taincv. 

Pneumonia ig,sometimes called the 
friend of the aged, because it takes 
them off with a short, not very pain- 
ful illness, sparing them the _ coid 
gradations of decay. We hope we 
shall never live to see the day when 
pneumonia will be our friend. We 
want to go with our boots and har- 
ness on, not tucked in bed, dozing 
gently away between two days. 

In the aged pneumonia often de- 
velops insidiously. No chill, no no- 
ticeable cough, no complaint of pain, 
just a desire to go to bed, or an in- 
creasing prostration. Often no fe- 
verishness. And all in a few hours 
or a day or two comes the silent end. 
Many a death certificate is signed 
“heart failure’ when in truth pnumo- 
nia is the final illness. 

People most shut up indoors in nice 
warm places where there are no 
drafts are most susceptible to pneu- 
monia and all other respiratory ail- 
ments. Crowding is a strong predis- 
posing cause, as Dr. Gorgas demon- 
strated when he investigated and stop- 
ped epidemics of pneumonia among 
Panama canal laborers and later 
among laborers on the Rand in South 
Africa. 

Pneumonia, like all respiratory in 
fections, is a warm air disease—arti- 
ficially warmed air. The warmer you 
keep your cave, your enclosure— 
house, office, shop, car, theater or 
what not—the better the soil and the 
larger your chance of picking up a 
virulent colony of pneumonia germs. 
Cool fresh air discourages the 
migration of the “cold” germs. Warm 
air favors it. 

A chill or chilliness commonly an- 
nounces the onset of pneumonia or 
any other respiratory infection, ev 
a coryza. But don’t be fooled by the 
chil). Don’t be a fishwife. Use your 
brain. The chill is a symptom, and 
a favorable one, at that, not a cause 
of the illness. By the time you begin 
to chatter you have got it or it has 
got you, and it is too late to prevent 
the illness. You are infected, and 
the chill is the sign that your 
blood is mobilizing at the seat of in- 
yasion to defend you. “It is the con- 
vulsion of war, and if you happen to 
be a child it is probably a real convul- 
sion instead of a chill. ;

Br If you are too stout, so that a 
' pocket of flesh forms under the skin 
; and gives you that dreaded double 
chin appearance, the thing to do is to 
diet until you are the proper weight, 
and to massage away this unneces- 
sary flesh. As you reduce some of 
this flesh will naturally be absorbed 
into the system; if you are fortunate 
all of it will be absorbed; but a vi- 
gérous massage will always help. The 
flesh, however. will be stretched and 
must be treated with astringents, 
otherwise it will hang in locse folds. 

Chin strapping is a comparatively 
easy way of keeping this line young. 
The face, neck and particularly the 
chin should be massaged with a good 
flesh-building cream. Long stirps 
of muslin or gauze should then be 
rolled round the chin and over the 
head. spreading out fan shape over 
the head so they will be held firmly. 
The bandage should be tight enough 
to strap up all this loose skin, but 
not tight enough to interfere with 
your breathing. It acts on the chin 
yerg much as a corset does on the 

omen, it holds back and holds up 
the sagging muscles and prevents fur- 
ther spreading and stretching, and 
Wile it is not always desirable to use 
a brace, still it is a good thing to use 
at night and also to take exercises 
to strengthen these muscles. 
“These chin-stretching exercises are 
often given here. Bend the head back- 
wards with the mouth open as far as 
it will go and slowly close the mouth, 
Open and close » dozen or more times. 
Rolling the head round the shoulders 
is also beneficial. 

Trudy A.—Clip closely, but do not 
shave the. stray hairs that look so 
untidy at the back of the neck when 
the hair is bobbed. Shaving wil! 
make the hair grow out coarser, and 
therefore become more conspicuous.
